SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

It is considered that the pictures within the magazine degrades and dehumanises the 
women involved in the sexual activity. The mitigating factor to this portrayal is the 
equal representation of the number of close-up pictures of female and male genitals 
involved in sexual activity to that of full body and head images of the people having 
sex. Also, on balance, the limited number of telephone sex and sex videotape mail 
order advertisements in proportion to the remaining content of the magazine lessens 
the impact of the sexual depictions and descriptions in the publication. Therefore, 
because of the sexually explicit photographs and the telephone and mail order adverts 
of a sexual nature, the magazine is classified as:
